ALLEGATIONS. 



OUT OF CONCERN FOR THE WELL BEING OF U.S. CITIZENS, OUR 
CONSULAR INFORMATION SHEET WARNS OF SPORADIC 
POLITICAL DEMONSTRATIONS, WHICH MAY AT TIMES TURN 
VIOLENT, AND URGES U.S. CITIZENS TO MONITOR THE LOCAL 
MEDIA OR CALL THE U.S. EMBASSY FOR FURTHER INFORMATION. 
ON JANUARY 22, WE ISSUED THE FOLLOWING NOTICE TO U.S. 
CITIZENS IN VENEZUELA: 

"VARIOUS POLITICAL EVENTS, INCLUDING DEMONSTRATIONS 
AND MARCHES IN THE DOWNTOWN AREA OF CARACAS, ARE 
PLANNED FOR WEDNESDAY, JANUARY 23. BECAUSE LARGE 
CROWDS ARE PREDICTED FOR THESE EVENTS, STREET 
DISTURBANCES ARE POSSIBLE AS WELL AS INCIDENTS OF PETTY 
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CRIME. U.S. CITIZENS RESIDENT IN OR VISITING CARACAS 
SHOULD BE AWARE OF THIS SITUATION AND MAY WISH TO AVOID 
THE DOWNTOWN MARCH ROUTES. FURTHER INFORMATION ON
